pected. The Prince de Ligne returned the sth from-Offend, 
Ghent, Bruges, and Antwerp, where he had been to take a 
furvey of the fortifications, and revicwed the trdops in garrifon 
and in private quarters. ‘The augmentations at the city of 
Antwerp go on very brifkly, notwithftanding the late fevere 
weather, which for fome days retarded the mafonry work from 
being proceeded on; but they were in want of cannon, which 
was on the way from different fortref{es in Germany, but re- 
tarded by the fevere weather and bad roads. ‘T'he troops in 
Flanders are drawn up, and exercifed almoft daily. Tents 
for 60.000 men are arrived at Bruflels ; part of which are to 
go to Bruges, and the remainder to other places, as there are 
to be .three grand encampments of the Auftrians in the Low 
Countries. All thefe are the ftrongeft indications of hoftili- 
ties, which are more prevented by the feafon than the negocia- 
tion now going on at Paris. 

Among other articles of military furniture lately ‘bought up 
for foreign fervice, a number of cafes; containing cartouch- 
boxes, belts, &c. were yelterday fhipped in the river, on board 
the Britith Queen bound to Ottend, for the fervice of the Em- 
ror. Several cafes of mufkets are alfo arrived in town from 
-. Sheffield and Birmingham, to be thipped for the continent, for 
Holland and Flanders, the agents on the part of the Dutch » 
being equally induftrious in procuring all thofe articles, -and 
fhipping them off as quick as poflible.
